in the forenoon I counted 15 drunks be-

street, in Central street. 
I remained 


down town all day yesterday for the 
sole purpose of looking into the merits 
or demerits ot the sandwich law. I 
covered the town 
pretty 
thoroughly 


nnd I counted 
seven 
drunken 
men. 


That was proof positive to me that the 
sandwich law is a great improvement 
over the old way. 


"As it was before, men would go in- 


to a. hotel and after having a drink 
the thought would come to them that 
they might not be able to get nny more 
in a hurry, and in order 
to 
satisfy 


their appetites they would drink five. 
six or seven glasses, and the result 
was that before tho 
noon 
hour .the 


streets were lined with drunken men. 


"The police should see to it that the 


sandwich law is enforced to the letter,

He snld ho had

er and determined not ti> stand It any 
longer. 
He will probably be delivered 


into the custody of some member of his 
family this morning.

Th* two most important points naturally are 
Nagasaki for Japan and Part Arthur for Russia, as these are th* naval 
base* for the two oppoalng fleets. Thirty-five miles from Port Arthur 


r,nd connected with it by railroad la the commercial port of Dalny, sometimes 
hnown by the Chinese name of Tallenwan, which Is aloo Russian. In an attempt 
to cut Port Arthur from her souro* of supplies, Dalny would be the natural ob- 
iective point of Japanese operations, since with.that as a base Port Arthur could 
bo invested from land. 


Korea and Manchuria are the bonou of contention, and on the soil and about 


the harbors of these two countries the conflict must be waged. The mountain- 
cue character of Korea is indicated by the map. The entire country is rough 
and almost treeless, a mountain cRain running its whole length, with shorter 


rangee paralleling it at various points. There is a railroad from Seoul, th* cap- 
ital, to Chemulpo, its port. This line Is owned by the Japanese. Ther* Is also 
a, iine partly built from Seoul to Kusan.

The indications are that Rusaia will make her line of defense on the border* 


of Manchuria along the Yalu river and also along tho line of the Transsibortan 
railway, or, rather, its extension, from Vladivostok to Port Arthur and Dalny. 


One of the Manchurian ports, Newohwang, is supposed to be under Amer- 


ican control, though this ceems never to have been ooncoded by Russia. Th« 
port of Weihaiwei, under British influence, may also become a point of strategic 
importance, though Its possible involvement in the struggle will depend wholly 
nn 4hM attitude nf thi* British nnv«irnnif>nt_ 
on the attitude of the British government.

nampo, the Korean port at the mouth of the Yalu eiyer. Further up the Yald 
Is VYiju, where fighting is almost certain to tske place. Across the Yalu on ths 
Manohurisn side are Tatungkow and Antung, the ports recently opened to Amer<i 
ica and Japan by treaty with China. 


The indications are that Russia will maks her line of defense on the border* 


of Manchuria along the Yalu river and also along tho line cf the Transsiberian 
railway, or, rather, Its exteneion, from Vladivostok to Port Arthur and Dalny. 


One of the Manchurian ports, Newohwang, is supposed to be under Amer- 


ican control, though this seems never to have been conceded by Russia. The 
port of Weihaiwei, under British influence, may also become a point of strategio 
importance, though its possible involvement in the struggle will depend wholly 
on the attitude of the British government.

came here last September to accept a 
position, only to find that his employer 
was then very 111, and to ha,ve him ditj 
In a month, leaving- him penniless. 


Hawkins was an English gentleman, 


brother-in-law of the late Lleut.-Gen. 
•William Penn Symons, killed in South 
Africa. His father was a clergyman, 


• a near relative of Dr. Caesar Hawkins, 


late surgeon-general to Queen Victoria. 
Lady Symons died recently, and at the 
time of Hawldns' death a letter was 
on Its way here from Mrs. Hawkins, 
now visiting: in Kngland, telling: him 
that he was heir to part of the Symons 
estate. He died In abject poverty, but 
leaving in the hands of his landlord, 
who had beyn keeping him out of pity, 
a collection of trophies, presentation 
pieces, an address from the city of 
Birmingham, when he left there, etc. 
Hawkins came to the United States In 


]SH. 
He had been in youth an appren- 


tice to a great coffee planter of Ceylon, 
his father, though a clergyman, being 
head of the I,onrton firm 
of Hawkins, 


limited. 
He and his father fell out over 


his apprenticeship, and young Hawkins 
entered the British army as a lieutenant. 
He rose to the rank of major. 


After his marriage, when he came to 


the Tfnltrd States, he went to Boston anJ 
at first engaged in the shoe furnishing 
business. 
Lnter. he was agent for a Bir- 


minpiiam wine house. 
He belonged to 


FF-vornl British veteran associations, and 
v.-as considered a most popular society 
irmn in Pnston. 
He hnd an account with 


tlie Commercial National Bank and this 
IIP constantly drew upon. 
He enter- 


tained a Krent deal, but he seems not to 
have mndo any money in his business 
ventures. 
His father's estate was set- 


tlerl in 1*K», nnd from this he obtained 
oboijt $7500. the bnlanco never being set- 
tl"d. 
This S7500 he put in tho bank and 


drew asalnst it constantly till September 
1902. when hp left only 5 cents there. 


He maiiaepri to eke out a living, ever 


mncraMnp: his poverty ill! last fall when 
he and his wifo decided that he should 
rnme West and she would visit her rolo<- 
MveF. In Knplrind. 
She I* now In Wales. 


Hawkins failed utterly to obtain any re- 
munernt \'m h*-rp. and became sick and 
riicri in the City Hospital.
